WATERSHED DESCRIPTION: Horse Creek is in the Lower Tennessee — Beech watershed
(HUC 06040001) and is not currently assessed for its support of the classified uses (fish and
aquatic life, recreation, livestock watering and wildlife, and irrigation.) Horse Creek has year-
round flow and a gravel/coble substrate. Surrounding land use is predominantly rural, agricultural
with some residential.

PROJECT DESCRIPTION: The applicant proposes to stabilize an eroding section of the left
descending bank. The work will include bank shaping, laying of geotextile fabric and placement
of rip rap along approximately 416 linear feet of bank. A 25-foot riparian area will be planted
with trees the winter after bank stabilization is completed. The stabilization plan was designed
and will be supervised by the USDA Natural Resource Conservation Service.

Bioengineering techniques were applied to this site in 1997, but the erosion problem continued.

In accordance with the Tennessee Antidegradation Statement (Rule 1200-4-3-.06), the division
has determined that the proposed activity will not result in degradation to water quality.

No decision has been made whether to issue or deny this permit. The purpose of this notice is to
inform interested parties of this permit application and to ask for comments and information
necessary to determine possible impacts to water quality.

Comments will become part of
the record and will be considered in the final decision. The applicant’s name and permit number
should be referenced.

Interested persons may also request in writing that the department hold a public hearing on this
application. The request must be filed within the comment period, indicate the interest of the
person requesting it, the reasons that the hearing is warranted, and the water quality issues being
raised. When there is sufficient public interest in water quality issues, the department will hold a
public hearing.
